Reliance Wins Second Yacht R&ce 
by One Miuute, 19 Second». 


f r WAS A HARD-FOUGHT CONTEST 


Reliance'« Superiority 
Was 
Demon- 


slratftd at Every Point of Satltng, 
and Had Wind Not Fallen Would 
Have Broken Record for the Course«

angular course, 10 miles to a leg, 
the fleet-footed cup defender Reliance 
again showed her heels to Sir Thomas 
Linton's challGnernr, taking the second 
race of the cup sc^ries of 1903 by the 
narrow margin of 1 minute and 19 
seconds. 
It was as pretty and as hard 
fought a contest as has ever been 
sailed off Sandy Hook, and had the 
Wind not fallen during the last 10 min* 
utes the record for the course, throO 
hours. 12 minutes 
and 
15 seconds, 
made by Columbia two years ago in 
hor memorable race against 
Sham- 
rock II, would have been broken. 
As 
It was Ri^liance sailed the 30 miles 
wlthiii two minutes and 39 s^'^midft of 
the record, which speaks wonders for 
her speed in the wind that was blow- 
ing. 
Reliance's victory, narrow as It 
was, would have been even smaller 
had not Captain Wringe, skipper of

T is a most deplorable fact that the persons who occupy the 
important places in our industrial, commercial and political 
life are failing even to reproduce ^elr own number, while It 
is among the most undesirable element in our population that 
we find the greatest fecundity. This is particularly true in 
the cities, where the average number of children in the fami- 
lies of the well-to-do is certainly not greater than two, while 
the foreign born population, many of whom are from the 
lowest classes of Europe, are increasing at a marvellous rate. 
Were it not for the fact that in the rural districts this condition is not so 
apparent the danger of the country would be much greater than It is. In the 
country there may not be as many children on the average among the families 
of American born parents as formerly, but the rate of increase is still much 
greater than it is in the cities, and merely because the country, as a whole, 
will be secure so long as the rural districts are still able to send their worthiest 
sons to the cities, there to take the most important places, Is no excuse for the 
parents now living in the cities for not doing their share to reproduce a race 
which has taken first place in the world. 


For the mother who deliberately sacrifices the joys of motherhood in order 
to be able to devote more of her time to society, and for the father who pre- 
fers to be able to have his automobile and his clubs and his handsome city 
and country homes, without being burdened in even thö slightest way by a 
large family of children, there Is no excuse, there can be none. 


And for the fashlonabie mother who delivers her child over to the care 
of a nurse immediately after its birth there is still less excuse. To this fact, 
to the-unhappy fact that a largo proportion of city bred children are brought 
up on bottles is due the great preponderance of countiy bred men among those 
who are filling the positions of importance in all our cities. 
Statistics prove 
that less than fifteen per cent, of such men were born In cities. 
Fed when 
young on a bottle, instead of being nourished as nature demands, they are 
unfit to compete with the boys who come from the mountains and plains, who 
were started right, and before they entered on theiir careers gained the strength 
and nervous energy necessary In the life we are leading In the larger cities. 


To this violation of tho laws of nature is due much of the weakness and 
tendency to disease which is so strikingly apparent among city children ag 
compared with those bred in the country, 


I cannot too strongly express my opinion on this point. The true aristoc;* 
racy of this country is an aristocracy of brains, whether It originates in the 
farm house, the tenement or the palace, but If we are to continue to have this 
sort of an aristocracy the men and women who now make it up must not fail 
in their duties of future generations. 
The far seeing girl of the future who 
wishes to solve this problem in her own way, would much better make a 
choice of a young man of brains than of the young millionaire without them. 


It should not be so much a question of money as of real ambition and abll* 
ity in the future father. That Is the important point, and if tiais condition of 
affairs is not to be altered for tho worse it behooves the educated men and 
women of the present to think for the future, and to remember that it is the 
luxuries and not the necessities of life that make us cowardly about taking 
uiwn ourselves increased responsibilities coincident with Increased families 
of children. 


The too careful man presumes that his children may not be able to sue- 
cced as well as he has done. On the other hand, I often wonder what our 
forefathers who worried over the prospective poverty of their descendants 
would say if they could see the present palatial mansions of their millionaire 
grandchildren.

T is a most deplorable fact that the persons who occupy the 
important places in our industrial, commercial and political 
life are failing even to reproduce ^ elr own number, while It 
is among the most undesirable element in our population that 
w e find the gi'eatest fecundity. This is particularly true In 
the cities, where the average number of children In the fami­ 
lies of the Avell-to-do is certainly not greater than two, Avhlle 
the foreign born population, many of whom are from the 
low est classes of Europe, are increasing at a marvellous rate. 
Were it not for the fact that in the rural districts this condition is not so 
apparent the danger of the country Avould be much greater than it is. In the 
country there may not be as many children on the average among the families 
of American born parents as formerlj', but the rate of increase Is still much 
greater than it is in the cities, and merely because the country, as a Avhole, 
Avlll be secure so long as the rural districts are still able to send their worthiest 
sons to the cities, there to take the most important places, is no excuse for the 
parents now living in the cities for not doing their share to reproduce a race 
which has taken first place In the world. 
For the mother who deliberately sacrifices the joys of motherhood in order 
to be able to dcA'oto more of her time to society, and for the father who pre­ 
fers to be able to haA'e his automobile and his clubs and his handsome city 
and country homes, A\'ithout being burdened in even th6 slightest w ay by a 
large fam ily of children, there Is no excuse, there can be none. 
And for the fashionable mother Avho delivers her child over to the care 
of a nurse Immediately after its birth there is still less excuse. To this fact, 
to the unhappy fact that a large proportion of city bred children are brought 
up on bottles is due the great preponderance of counti'y bred men among those 
Avho are filling the positions of Importance In all our cities. Statistics prove; 
that less than fifteen per cent, of such men were born In cities. Fed when 
young on a bottle, instead of being nourished as nature demands, they are 
unfit to compete Avlth the boys who come from the mountains and plains, who 
were started right, and before they entered on theiy careers gained the strength 
and nervous energy necessary in tho life avo are leading in the larger cities. 
To this violation of the laws of nature is due much of the weakness and 
tendency to disease which Is so strikingly apparent among city children as 
compared Avlth those bred in the country. 
I cannot too strongly express my opinion on this point. The true aristoc­ 
racy of this country Is an aristocracy of brains, Avhether It originates in the 
farm house, the tenement or the palace, but if we are to continue to have this 
sort of an aristocracy tlie men and women AVho now make it up must not fail 
Jn their duties of future generations. The far seeing girl of the future who 
wishes to solA'e this problem in her OAA’n Avay, would much better make a 
choice of a young man of brains than of the young millionaire Avlthout them. 
It should not be so much a question of money as of real ambition and abil* 
ity in the future father. That is the Important point, and If tJals condition of 
affairs is not to be altered for the worse it behooA'es the educated men and 
women of the present to think for the future, and to remember that it is the 
luxuries and not the necessities of life that make us cowardly about taking 
upon ourselves increased responsibilities coincident with increased families 
of children. 
The too careful man presumes that his children may not be able to sue- 
cced as well as he has done. On the other hand, I often wonder what our 
forefathers Avho Avorrled over the iirospectlvo poverty of their descendants 
Avould say if they could see the present palatial mansions of their millionaire 
grandchildren. In some respects this view might be taken by our children as a 
reflection upon their ability, and might be becomingly resented by some telling 
arguments of disparagement.

EARLY GREEN 
FORAGE. 


Ryo fodder is no doubt very poor 
stuff, if considered simply from the 
point of Its composition, but on account 
of Its readiness for use early in the 
season, it Is highly valued by most 
dairy farmers who follow the soiling 
system.

EARLY GREEN FORAGE. 
Ryo fodder is no doubt very poor 
stuff, if considered simply from the 
point of Its composition, but on account 
of Its readiness for use early In the 
season. It is highly valued by most 
dairy farmers ■who follow the soiling 
system. It comes at a time when some 
sort of green fodder is a mudi-needed 
tonic, and its juiciness Increases the 
milk flow decidedly. 
It must be cut 
when in full bloom, when the stalks 
and leaves are soft and tender. 
A 
sheaf binder is a great labor saver. 
Each cow should be given a medium 
sized forkful three times a day, the 
amount being Increased- as the cow 
becomes accustomed to the change in 
food. Young rye is a good food until 
the bloom falls off, after W’hlch the 
stalk becomes rather hard and tough.

One of the most remarkable cases of 
double consciousness on rocoi'd is that 
of Mias Mary Reynolds of Meadville, 
Pa., a member of a prominent Craw­ 
ford county family. Reference has at 
different times been made to this case 
and a detailed and authentic account 
of her remarkable life, gathered from 
the most reliable sources, Avas writ­ 
ten some years ago by the Rev. W. S. 
Plummer, D. D., at {hat time a pro­ 
fessor In the Western theological sem­ 
inary, and published in Harper’s Mag­ 
azine for May, ISCO. The case is one 
of much sclonllflc interest. 
She was 
brought up near what is now Titus­ 
ville, Pa. Her father was one of the 
first settlers in that part of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and the country was then an al­ 
most unbroken wilderness. No extra­ 
ordinary Incidents rrarkcd her child­ 
hood. She had quick intolllgence, im­ 
proved her opportunities of education 
and her mental and physical organism 
appeared to be balanced. Wlien about 
18 years of age she became subject to 
epileptic attacks, and about a year sub­ 
sequent to this, a iter an attack of un­ 
usual violence, she remained for a 
time in a state of inssnsibility. When 
she recovered consciousness she was 
blind and deaf, and remained in that 
condition for five or six Aveeks. Sight 
and hearing both i-eturned, but about 
three months after this, upon awaken­ 
ing from a profound sleep, from which 
her family had with difficulty aroused 
her, it was found that she had lost all 
recollection of her former life. 
Her 
parents and the members of her family 
wero strange to her. 
She Avas igno­ 
rant of the commonest details of eA'- 
eryday life; she had no consciousness 
that she had ever existed before, and 
her condition was that of a ncAvborn 
Infant. 
In this condition she continued for 
about five v/eeks, during v/hich tlmo 
she acquired knowledge with Avonder- 
ful rapidity. 
One morning, however, 
she awoke in her usual state, without 
the slightest knowledge that anything 
unusual had happened. 
She took up 
her life again at the point where she 
had left it Avhen she fell into the sleep 
from Avhich she awoke to her new 
life. 
She saAV the changes that had 
taken place around her, and was sur­ 
prised, for it seemed to lier tho work 
of a single night. 
Her 
friends re­ 
ceived her back as though from the 
dead, and hoped that tho experience 
through which she had passed might 
never be repeated. After a fe^v Aveeks, 
however, she passed again into her sec­ 
ond state, the change, as in the first 
Instance, succeeding a period of pro­ 
found sleep. 
She took up her life 
Avhere she had left it when in this 
state before, and all her knowledge 
comprised Avhat she had learned dur­ 
ing the five Aveeks of her former life 
in this condition. These changes from 
one state to another continued for a 
space of 15 to 10 days, when they 
ceased, leaving her permanently In her 
second state. 
The transformations 
from one state to another were some­ 
times months apart, but sometimes the 
Intervals Avere only weeks or even days. 
Whatever knoAvledge she acquired In 
her second state was familiar to her in 
that state only, but she became even­ 
tually as Intelligent and well Informed 
In this as in her natural state. 
Thus, for many years, she lived two 
entirely separate lives. 
"Each was 
complete In itself, the fragments of 
which 
It 
was 
composed, though 
In reality 
separated 
by 
the por­ 
tions of the 
other 
life 
Interven­ 
ing; succeeded each other in uninter­ 
rupted succession, as far as her own 
memory or consciousness was con­ 
cerned. The thoughts and feelings, the 
knowledge and experience, the Joys 
and sorrows, the likes and dislikes of 
the one state did not In any way In­ 
fluence or modify those of the other. 
But not only were the two lives en­ 
tirely separate, but the character and 
habits in the two states were wholly 
different. 
In her first state she was 
quiet and sedate, sober and pensive 
almost to melancljoly, with an intel­ 
lect sound though rather singularly 
destitute of the Imaginative faculty. 
In her second state she was gay and 
cheerful, extravagantly fond of socle- 
ty, «f fun, and practical jokes, with 
a lively fancy, and a strong propensi­ 
ty for versiflcation and rhyming,” It 
was as though she possessed two souls, 
so different were these personalities. 
I An incident may be related showing 
the absolute separation of the two 
lives: 
On one occasion, when in her 
second state, she went to Meadville 
to visit friends Avhom she had known 
only while In this state. 
A brother 
of here boarded at the bouse where 
she was a visitor, and she, and an­ 
other young lady, a guest In the same 
family, planned one evening to make 
hilm the victim of a practical joke, 
which they were to play upon him the 
next morning. 
It so happened that 
neither of tliem woke at the right time, 
and when Mary Reynolds awoke she 
had changed ^to natural state. 
She 
found herself In a sträng« house, her 
companion was a total stranger, sb« 


saw nothing about her that looked fa­ 
miliar, and she could 
not imaglti# 
where she was. 
Habitually reserved 
and shy in her natural state, she asked 
no 
questions, and when her friend 
spoke to her about the trick they had 
Intended to play, she did not under­ 
stand, and made no reply. She dressed 
herself and went down stairs, still per­ 
plexed, and hoping that something 
might happen that would solve the 
mystery. 
Her hostess came Into the 
room and did not remember that she 
had ever seen her before. 
Her state 
of mind may be imagined. 
At this Juncture her brother, whom 
of course, she knew in both states, 
came into the room, and as soon as 
she saw him she guessed where she 
was. She knew that he lived In Mead­ 
ville, and, although she had no rec­ 
ollection of coming to that town, sh® 
knew she must be there. Her brother 
saw the change that had taken place 
and Introduced her to her friends, as 
though she had never met them before. 
After remaining a few days In Mead­ 
ville she Av«nt back again to her home. 
Soon after returning she awoke one 
night, and arousing a sister with whom 
she 
was 
sleeping, 
sha exclaimed, 
“Come, it’s time t? 
*up and play 
that trick 011 John.” She had changed 
again Into her second state. She had 
taken up her life at the precise point 
where she had left It shortly before, 
but tho Intervening time was a blank 
to her. 
The last 25 years of her life she lived 
atogether In her second state.

To hold them In 
place a few pine boughs, or a little 
long manui'e, may be placed on top. 
In March or April the buds will begin 
to swell. Before this begins, the cov­ 
ering of leaves should be removed.- 
FeAv people prune their, roses close- 
enough. The best method is to prune 
every year, and to keep the plants al­ 
ways loAv, not higher than six to ten 
inches from the ground. This method 
gives continuous new shoots of good 
length and strength, each topped. by„ 
a fine floAver.—L, Greenlee, in Ameri-« 
can Agriculturist.

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W hen Settinir th e Orclmrfl* 
In planting orchards there are some», 
things that we may consider common 
dangers that beset the orchardlst, says 
the New York Farmer, Among them 
is the crowding of trees. When an or­ 
chard is planted we are liable to think 
the trees so far apart that they will 
scarcely ever need all the space al­ 
lowed them. 
They seem so little and so far aport. 
As they grow older they begin to Inter­ 
lock before we realize It. Pruning off 
the dead and feeble branches does lit­ 
tle good. 
What Is wanted Is more 
room. 
In procuring trees to set make great 
efforts to obtain thrifty well-grown 
stock. By thrifty I do not mean neces­ 
sarily large trees; In fact the size Is of 
minor importance. 
A tree two years old, large, of It« 
age. Is preferable to a three-year-old,, 
small of Its age, for the reason that In 
the latter case It has been starved 
and stunted In growth, 
I *have ob­ 
served that trees that have made good, 
sti’ong growth in the nursery rows, • 
when transplanted do t better, and, 
with equal care w'lth those of an Infe­ 
rior grade, havo the advantage In the ' 
struggle for existence and develop­ 
ment. 
Moisture Is essential and the most 
Important part of the conditions of 
transplanting. To lesseij the require­ 
ments of the tree we always shorten 
the tops very much, only leaving one- 
half 
and often 
one-third of each 
branch. Our next consideration is to 
put the roots in the best possible con­ 
dition to absorb moisture. 
This we do by cutting off the bruised 
ends of all roots of any site, always - 
with a starting cut from the under 
side, as the fresh-cut ends will much ^ 
morp readily absorb moisture than the 
broken ends can, as they are left after 
the process of digging from the nurs- ' 
ery roAV. 
It Is at the end of the 
smoothly cut roots nearly all the' new 
gi’OAvth takes place and where rootleti - 
fwm to nourish the tree.’

SUBSTITUTE FOR-CELLULOID. 
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A Cheap Ono Has Been Discovered by 
a German Scientist, 
Tih*o extensive commercial 
use of 
^celluloid has caused considerable ex­ 
perimenting to discover a cheap sub- 
fetitute or imitation, and it is reported 
from Coburg, Germany, that a good 
substitute has been derived by dis- 
'solving 16 parts—hy weight—of glacial 
acetic acid, 1.8 parts of the niter-cel- 
lulose, and adding 5 parts of gelatin. 
Gentle heating and stirring are nec­ 
essary, and after the mass has swollen 
,it is mixed with 7.5 parts of alcohol 
(96 per cent), and the stirring is con­ 
tinued. The resulting product is pour- 
vCd into glass molds or, after further 
dilution, may be spread in thin, layers 
on glass. 
As an’ underlay for sensi­ 
tive photographic films the material 
'has Important advantages, ‘ not

least being that it remains flat in de­ 
veloping.

precisely the portion of the world’s annual production which 
Is wholly subject to the capiices of nature. 
It needs but a moment’s consid­ 
eration to see how vitally the financial fortunes of a people depend on this 
question of the crops. 
Complete and general harvest failure, in a highly de­ 
veloped industrial State, means, first, the loss of a year’s income to tlie farm 
community. Next, and as a natural consequence, it means the curtailment of 
that community’s buying power, and hence a large reduction lu the purchase 
of manufactured goods. But this must also, in the third place, iuA'olve sudden 
disappearance of demand for transportation, both from and to the farm com­ 
munities. If there is no w heat to send to market, one-fourth of the business 
of the grain-carrying railway disappears; if there is no demand for city mer­ 
chandise on the farms, freight tratlie in the opposite direction will be deci­ 
mated. 
But the railway which falls to earn its dividend will not in such a case 
be the only sufferer. 
Loss of expected income by the farmer, and by the 
numerous trades which thrive with his prosperity, means diminished savings, 
decreased resources In the banks¿ and hence reduction of capital available for 
use in financial enterprise. It Is a well-known fact tliat the enormous borrow­ 
ing operations in our E astem markets, through which the huge financial 
schemes of the last three j'earc have been carried out, were made possible by 
the placing of Western bank credits at the disposal of Wall Street. 
These 
credits were chiefly the net result of profitable crops. 
Even this does not tell all the storj’. Shortage in crops would be followed, 
necessarily, by falling exports, and falling exports foreshadow reduced com­ 
mand over foreign capital. With all the extraordinary recent progress of the 
United States in her exportation of manufactured goods and of mine and 
forest products, it still remains true that our agricultural shipments make up 
gixty-three per cent, of our annual export trade. In other words, harvest fail­ 
ure jeopardizes simultaneously Jhe fortunes of the railways and banks, and 
also the counti'y’s foreign credit. 
Alike In 11)01 and 1002, Immense sums of 
capital were boxTowed in Europe, during the spring, for use in the costly 
financial operations of the period. 
With abundant crops and consequent 
abundant exports, our own banks can take up such foreign loans In the autumn 
and carry the load themselves. 
But if crops are short and the foreign cred­ 
itor calls for settlement, the American banks must pay In gold, depleting their 
own reserves at a moment when large reserves are needed. 
This is what 
happened a year ago. 
Human sagacity is absolutely unable to predict the 
situation. 
It can only w ait to see w hat the farm w eather of a summer 
season b}'ings to pass, and adapt Itself, as it best may, to the resultant condi­ 
tions,—Forum.

Moreover, the 
transparency of the glass has to a 
gi-eat extent disappeared—in short, the 
glass here and there exhibits no 
longer the properties of glass.“ 
Jt Is evident that some kind of chem* 
leal action has been established, due 
perhaps to the life and habits of a 
specific fungus.

ger department they are quoted at face 
value, and th^ agent is responsible for 
every ticket. When a supply runs out 
he must account for every ticket either 
by sale or its being void. Underneath 
tliis window shelf were stones several 
thousand dollars' worth of blank tick- 
ets, among them being a package of 
"one-way" 
St. Louis 
tickets. 
This 
ticket Is about ten inches long and 
three inches wide. 
There w^re also 
a number of 1,000-mile mileage books. 
Day Ticket Agent Wright sold the last 
of the St. LouiB tickcts he had in his 
case, and he went in the shelves to 
get more. 
When he pulled out the 
bunch of 100 he was horrified to see 
that all the lower half was gone Xrom 
about half the package. Then hia made 
an investigation and found that five 
mileage books had also been partially 
destroyed'. 
When he checked up he 
found that there had b'een destroyed 
fifty-one St. Louis tickets of a value of 
$10.46 each, a total of $533.46, and five 
1,000 mll'eage books, of a value of $50 
each, or $250, a total of $783.46. Mr. 
Hollinger says thlB is about the cost- 
liest rat nest he has ever sieen. Of 
course, the tickets had no value until 
sold, and by making the proper report,

Tb« W orld’s Volcanoei^ 
The number of great habitual vol­ 
canic vents upon the globe Ir estimated 
at between three hundred and three 
hundred and fifty. 
The American 
Continent contains more than the cotin< 
tries of the Old 
World—twenty in 
North America, twenty-five In Central 
American and thirty-seven In South 
America. 
There Is but one on tlie whole con­ 
tinent of 
Europe—Vesuvius—though 
elsewhere In the Mediterranean there 
are sis—Stromboll and Vulvano, in the 
Llparl Islands; Etna, in Sicily; Graham 
Island, a submarine volcano, off the 
Sicilian coast, and Santorlus and Nisy- 
ros, in the Aegean Sea. 
The African Continent is known to 
contain ten actlre volcanoes, four on 
the west and six on the east coast, 
and there are about ten others in the 
neighboring islands, 
In Asia there are twenty-four active 
volcanoes, but no less than twelve of 
these are situated on the Peninsula of 
Kamchatka, 
There are no volcanoes 
In Australia. 
Thus, taken altogether, 'th ere"are 
about one hundred aud seventeen vol­ 
canoes on the great continents, and 
nearly twice as many on the Islands 
scattered over the several oceans. 
These volcanoes usually assume In 
their distribution a linear arx-angement, 
and nearly all of them 
have 
been 
thrown up along three well marked 
bands and the branches proceeding 
from them.—Good Literature.

Peculiar Theory to Be Tested at Sum­ 
mit of Pike's Peak.

HAT'S COSTLY NIST. 


It Was Charged Up to ths TIckel 
Agtnt at 1783.46. 
J. A. Holllnger, city ticket and pas­ 
senger agent .of the Iron Mountain 
Route, at Little Rock, Ark., had a cost­ 
ly curiosity in the shape of a rat’s 
nest on exhibition. The nest was made 
of railroad tickets and mileage books 
of a face value ot nearly |800. About 
a month ago the bay window 
was 
taken out of the ticket office, and in 
putting In the new window a number 
of shelves were put under the shelf 
in front of the window, they being 
closed by doors. 
On these shelves 
Mr, Holllnger had stored the various 
coupon tickets and 
mileage 
books. 
Neither the tickets nor the mileage 
books are of any value unless counter 
signed by Mr. Holllnger, or one of his 
assistants, and stamped with the office 
dating stamp. However, when they 
are furnished by the general passen 
ger department they are quoted at face 
value, and the agent is responsible for 
every ticket. W^hen a supply runs out 
he must account for every ticket either 
by sale or Its being void. Underneath 
tills window shelf were stores several 
thousand dollars’ worth of blank tick 
ets, among them being a package of 
“one-way” St. Louis tickets. This 
ticket is about ten inches long and 
three Inches wide. 
There were also 
a number of 1,000-mlle mileage books. 
Day Ticket Agent Wright sold the last 
of the St. LoulB tickets he had In his 
case, and he went in the shelves to 
get more. 
When he pulled out the 
bunch of 100 he was horrified to see 
that all the lower half was gone from 
about half the package. Then he made 
an investigation and found that five 
mileage books had also been partially 
destroyed'. 
When he checked up he 
found that there had been destroyed 
fifty-one St. Louis tickets of a value of 
$10.46 ea;ch, a total of $533.46, and five 
1,000 mileage books, of a value of $50 
each, or $250, a total of $783.46. Mr. 
Holllnger says thlB Is about the cost­ 
liest rat nest he has ever seen.

course, the tickets had no value until 
sold, and by making the proper report, 
Mr. Hllllnger will be credited with the 
tickets destroyed by the rat«.-
